Next to killing the rebellion, reducing 
the hours of work throughout Amerii i 
from t< n t" eight would prove the most be- 
neficent of all possible achievements.

If I were asked by an association of politi- 
cal economists to indicate the change in 
American life which Would result in the 
largest additions to American wealth, I 
should unhesitatingly point to "eight hour- 
a day."

Theee associations force upon mo an extra 
disbursement of more than a thousand dol- 
lars a year, but I thank (iod for their manly 
spirit and independence. 

Wkiz-omkto the new movement. Let 
workingmen everywhere organize; let them 
print and circulate tmcte. A single year 
should see the change established. 

Thirty years ago, children ten years old 
worked in a cotton-mill, near my father's 
house, fifteen hours a day. When the move- 
ment for twelve hours began, the owners mt 
the mill aaid, "No, we wou't submit to it." 
Put the change was made, and the poor 
workers had a chance to bathe in the morn- 



After a time the workers of the country 
declared for ten hours; employers protest- 
ed, crying out, "You will ruin us; soon it 
will be eight and then six. - ' Well, the time 
has come for the change to eight hours, and 
I am not sure that, within the next ten or 
twenty years, the muscles of the country 
will not demand more rest. 

Should we not all rejoice to see these hon- 
est sons of toil, who feed, clothe, and shel- 
ter every one of us, combine with their 
hard work the pleasure and profit of a 
higher social and intellectual life.— [N. Y. 
Independent. _ 

To Kxkp Eo<is.— Kggs, says a fanner s 
wife, can be kept for two years by dipping 
them in a solution made of one pound of 
oui. k lime and one of salt to one gallon of 
water. Take an old pail and put in your 
lime and water, and then stir until it is all 
dissolved, then add salt as above (keep it in 
the cellar); when cool enough, it is ready to 
ut«. Hip in the egga, and see that tb«y are 
all covered with the solution, which must 
lie stirred from the bottom occasionally. 
Pack them, small end downward, in bran 
or salt, or without anything. When wanted 
for use or market^ a little warm water w ill 
wash them clean. Some dip eggs in boil- 
ing water, some greaae them and pack them 
in bran. I packed fifteen doxen (as I could 
gather themi in August in salt, and kept 
them until spring just as good as fresh. 
They must all be kept in a cool cellar a lit- 
tle moist rather than dry.

We are accustomed to speak of wha 4 , the 
"oldest inhabitants*' has seen, and venture 
to assert that one of these fossils have ever 
seen a sight like that exhidited in Mobile 
on the 4th of Julv, day before yesterday. 
We suspect that no old inhabitant ol any 
other city— unless it be one of New ( )rleans, 
has ever seen such a sight. There is no de- 
nying that, as a mere gageant — without 
moral at the bottom — it was very interest- 
ing. The day was hot enough to tempt white 
men to seek the shade — we mean no pun 
here— but tin- procession went on through 
the heat without pain or apprehension of 
physical ill consequences. Our African fel- 
low-citirens have the advantage of us in this 
res|>eet. Those who are curious to know 
why, may be gratified by referring to Ihe 
books of the physiologists. Four thousand 
of our own black townsmen and towns- 
women, it is estimated, wi re in this extra- 
ordinary procession; and all of them, as far 
as we saw, conducted themselves with per- 
fect African propriety. They insulted none 
of the white men, and seemed to be perfect- 
ly satisfied with the honor which they re- 
ceived in being escorted front and rear by 
two regiments of negro soldiers. 

It was a pretty sight, looking from where 
we were — that is in a third-story window 
which commanded the view on Hauphin 
down to Government street. The black 
freedmen carried emblems of their trades 
or ex jiected trades ; the women and oiai] 
dren were clad in all conceivable dresses, 
the preponderance of color being toward 
white. Many of them bore Hags in their 
bauds, which they waved with untiring 
energy. The little negro children were the 
most interesting of the great sable group. 
They are innocent, like the little w hites, 
and it was pleasant to see how their inno- ', 
ceiK c found novel pleasure in their new jk>- 
sition. They didn't think of work— knew 
nothing of their destiny — and they enjoyed | 
the part they played with infinite gusto. I 
And. by the way, let us say here, there is I 
hardly a more playful animal than a Mgro> 
child. It seems to extract tun and enjoy- 
ment from any |K»ilion wherein it may be 
placed. (Jive it food and you do for it all 
that its nature requires for felicity. It is 
like a bird in this resjH-ct. Feed it well, 
ind it will sing and make itself happy. We 
love the little negro child, just able to walk. 
It is so joyous and sensuous that white 
fathers have often, no doubt, gone throug i 
the streets and, looking at its joy- 
ousness, have wished that they were black 
and had gc*»d masters. The master of the 
little negro has often offered an aspiration 
of this sort. 

Hut the negro regiments were the most 
dignified and imposing portion of the cele- 
bration. The sun happened to be at the 
right angle when they came up Royal 
street; and from their well polished guns 
and bayonets the light was rellected just as 
the waves of the river reflect it when the\ 
are broken into little ripples— a pleasant 
sight to any man who has an eye for the 
picturesque and the beautiful. We watch- 
ed it with intense interest, and with plea- 
sure. That is, the interest was here, and [ 
the pleasure was uinrred only by the ques- 
tion that came up all the time — cm bono? \ 
What good is it likely to do? As we Imv. 
had no hand in the busiuess, we should 
like somebody who had, to answer this 
question. It certainly will not determine 
the negro, in any remarkable degree, to- 
wards work. It certainly will not make 
the loyal < 'oi, federates— and they are all 
loyal now — believe that any respect is given 
to their ideas, or prejudices, if the reader 
please. Nothing of this will come of it. It 
v» ill not lessen the ''irrepressible conflict" 
ol races which is going on as much in the 
heads and hearts of the Northern people as 
in ours. Therefore, MM bow' What good 
has it done? 

Poor Whites at the South. 

The elevation of the poor whites at the 
South, politically and socially, is, very pro- 
l»erly a favorite purpose w*ith Preside!!*. 
Johnson. He frequently refers to it in his 
speeches, and sometimes emphasizes ii 
w hen the elaiins of the negro to justice are 
urged, as if they were, to some degree, an 
tagonistic to it. Probably he does so only 
that all the elements to be taken into ac- 
count in the ppocess of restoration may be 
fairly considered, and considered together. 
He must, of course, understand that the de- 
gredation of the poor whites, and the op- 
pression of the negro have their origin in 
one and the same cause; and that the for- 
mer cannot rise by their own efforts, or by 
the aid aud encouragement of others, until 
that cause is entirely removed. 

Slavery produces an aristocracy; and 
where slavery and aristocracy exist labor in 
held to be ignoble. Hence the notorious ig- 
norance, indolence and shifilessness of the 
poor whites all over what have been the 
slave States— their condition of brutal ami 
proud poverty and vagabondism. The only 
manner in which the victims of this condi- 
tion can be rescued from their simi-sava^« 
habits of life, is to make labor respected and 
r< s|»ee(Hlile. This cannot be effected except 
by lifting up those who have l>een the la- 
borers heretofore, and must, to a great ex- 
tent, be the lal>orers si ill at the South. Eve- 
ry wise movement, thertMdre, to better the 
estate of the frcedincn, teach, protect and 
respect him as a citizen, is a movement also 
towards uplifting the poor whites. Make 
the colored people and I he poor whites ami- 
cable rivals and they will rise together. II 
is impossible to advance their interests sepa- 
rately. — [Boston Transcript. 

An Affray Among Soldiers in Charleston 

The Charleston Courier of July Id says. 
"On .Saturday evening a very serious dis 
turbauce took place in the market, causing 
a great deal of excitement, and resulting in 
the killing of one man (colored), ami 
wounding of three others, a Zouave and 
two colored men. A small squad of Zou- 
aves had been ordered on i>oliee duty at 
the market. One of them, w bile patrolling, 
came into collision with a party consisting, 
it is said, of a number of the 2lst United 
States colored troops and the 51th Massa- 
chusetts Volunteers (colored ), in addition 
to a number of outsiders. The Zouave sent 
for assistance, when the squad came up, 
and afterward the whole company on police 
duty arrived from their^iuarters at the Pa- 
vilion Hotel, when the market was cleared. 

"In the melee which occurred previous 
to the arrival of the company, the colored 
soldiers fired a volley among the crowd, 
killing a well-known respectable colored 
man named James Hiug, badly woundiug 
in the head Corporal Piety, of the Zouaves, 
and severely wounding two other colored 
men. In the fight stones, bricks, <fcc., were 
liberally used. Bing, at the time he was 
shot, was at his stand engaged in selling 
eggs. The Zouaves, after the volley, made 
a charge, dispers-ng the colored troops.

Lincoln and Lord Grosvenor.

AN ENGLISH NOIILEM AN AND MR. LINCOLN. 

Some six or seven years ago — it seems 
.. ie twenty years, because the war has In- 
tervened—a young English lord (Grosve- 
uor) staid a few days with us at our prairie 
home, and as Mr. Lincoln happened to be 
at Danville then, we asked him over to 
spend an evening. Nothing could be more 
striking than the points of contrast and of 
similarity between the two. The young 
lord (whose father is said to be the richest 
man in England), added to his good natu- 
ral gifts every advantage that money could 
buy at home and abroad, including as a 
final grace and preparation for his parlia- 
mentary career, this visit to America. Mr. 
Lincoln had added to his powers absolutely 
nothing but what he could acquire unaid- 
ed. His ten talents had gained unto them- 
selves other ten taleuts. Starting from 
these antipodal parts of the social world, 
the men had arrived at one point of simi- 
larity, namely, the most perfect simplicity 
of manners. The highest art, and the 
merest nature, had this common ground 
w here they met and fraternized, namely, 
unaffected modesty of speech and behavior. 

It was longag >, and we none of us thought 
of a single one of the huge events which 
liHve occurred since, conspiring to surround 
Mr. Lincoln with a halo through which we 
now look at him as the patriot martyr. If 
we could have dreimed of even the least of 
them, we should have remembered every 
word and look that passed during that 
pleasant evening. But as it is only a vague 
recollection of an effort on the part of u- 
Annrican youngsters to get Mr. Liucoln 
into his huiuorou* vein, to give Grosvenor 
an amusing souvenir of western fun. But 
Lincoln, though he talked much, did not 
toll a single story that we can recall: he 
contined himself practically rather to the 
things the traveller ought to learn, con- 
cerning the country and its constitution, 
than what he or his' hosts might crave for 
an evening's amusement.

Gen. Kilnatrick is spoken of in New Jer- 
sey as the Union candidate for Governor. 
He promises to stump the State this fall iu 
any event, if he can get a leave of absence. 

Gen. GL C Washburne, now in command 
at Memphis, is spoken of for Governor of 
Wisconsin. He was formerly a member of 
Congress from that State. 

N. i i. Taylor is one of the Union candi- 
dates for Congress in the Third District of 
Tenn. There are three other candidates in 
the field, two Union men and one semi- 
rebel. 

After considerable effort the Conserva- 
tives have succeeded In finding some one 
to run against Hon. W. EL Randall, the 
Union candidate for Congress in the Eighth 
District. Gen. T. T. Garrard has consent- 
ed to run, and will have the honor of being 
bea t e n by Mr. Randall. That District gave 
Lincoln a ma jority last fall. 

There are now but three candidates for 
Congress in the Nashville District, Mr. 
O'Brien having withdrawn from the con- 
test. Wm. B. Campbell is the Conserva- 
tive candidate, and will, it is feared, be 
elected unless the Union men consentrate 
their strength in one man. 

The N. Y. Leader, a journal known to be 
in the confidence of Tammany Hall, has a 
pretty distinct foreshadowing of the future 
jiolicy of that branch of the Democratic par- 
ty in that city and;State. The policy is, to 
cut loose altogether from the Gov. Seymour 
and Fernando Wood wing and uniting with 
such other conservative elements as can be 
found to coalesce, to form a new party aud 
a new organization, from which the ancient 
pro-slavery virus will be wholly eliminated. 
Dean Kichmond is understood to be at the 
bottom of the new movement, and we have 
every reason to believe that the article iu 
the Tarn many oracle was decidedly inspired 
by that personage. The Mozart Hall breth- 
ren, moreover, we learn, are taking thealarui 
aud have sent young Beu Wood to Europe 
in one of the steamers sailing to-day, to tell 
Fernando to hurry back, else whatever in- 
ay have iu tho approaching "fall 
will be seriously compromised. 

Insanity and the Insane. 

The twenty-lirst annual meeting of the 
Association of Superintendents of Insane 
Asylums took place at Pittsburg recently. 
That some idea of the value of these meet- 
ings may be formed by our readers we cite 
the subjects for discussion : 

A paper by Dr. Ray, of Providence, R. L, 
being a review of the testimony iu a murder 
case, which had resulted in the execut ion of 
the prisoner in Belfast, Ireland, in March, 
1MJ1. The oliject of this paper was to show 
that, as the culprit had exhibited no motive 
for the act, a proper investigation of the 
case might have proved one of homicidal 
mania. 

Dr. Chipley, of the Eastern Lunatic Asy- 
lum, Kentucky, read a paper on "Feigned 
Insanity— Motives aud Special Tests." 

Dr. Tyler, of Somerville, Mass., read a 
paper "Demonstrating Insanity in its Vari- 
ous Characteristics." 

Dr. Kirkbride, of Philadelphia, read a pa- 
per on "Heat and Ventilation." 

Dr. Kellogg, of UUos, N. Y., read a paper 
on "Moral Imbecility a Perversity, as ex- 
hibited by a class of patieuts found in lu- 
natic asy hi ins." 

Dr. Chipley read a paper on "The Appli- 
cation of A nest hoi ics in tho Treatment ol 
1 nsiinity." 

Dr. Duller, or llartrOrd, Conn., Intro- 
duced the subject of "The Condition of the 
Indigent, Incurable or Chronic Insane." 

Dr. Grundy, of Dayton, Ohio, spoke in re- 
lation to the treatment of cases of recurring 
mania. 

Dr. Choate, of Taunton, Mass., son of the 
late Rufus Choate, was one of the members 
who took part in all the discussions, mani- 
festing no little ability in his knowledge 
aud treatment of tho general subject of in- 
sanity. 

A correspondent of the New York Inde- 
pendent, referring to this meeting says: 

I am sure that great good will result from 
the intercourse which the members of the 
assitciation have had at this meeting. They 
have all gone home with renewed vigor 
and resolution to increase, if possible, their 
usefulness; and I am much mistaken if 
they are not a class of meu with whom res- 
olution is closely akin to action.

A Vigilance Committee in Washington 
Territory— Fifteen .Men Hanged. 
The Oregonian says: By passengers just 
down from Walla VValla, we learn that a 
terrible tragedy has been enacted there. 
Some time since we were informed that a 
vigilance committee had to be organized 
there for sell-protection, and that suudry 
notorious characters had been notified to 
leave that vicinity. Of late, events have 
seemed to culminate in the thieving and 
plundering line, and judging by the Walla 
Walla Statesman of Alay 11, the patience of 
the whole section thereabouts was utterly 
worn out. Many known thieves seem to 
have wintered in that section, and as they 
disappeared in the spring the best horses 
of the settlers seemed to go with them. One 
man who had lost many cattle and homes 
recovered forty-two cattle, fouf*horses and 
two mules on the other side of the Colum- 
bia, opposite the mouth of the Touchet riv- 
er, sixty miles above Priest's Rapids, where 
they had been fetched by the thieves. We 
learn that two men were seen hanging by 
the roadside as the stage passed from Wal- 
la Walla on Wednesday morning, and the 
passengers say fifteen iu all are known to 
have been lynched thereabouts. They say 
one hundred and fifty names are known to 
the vigilance committee, and they will be 
taV en care of if found. The names men- 
tioned as known to have been summarily 
served with justice are: Doc. Reed, Nigger 
Jim, one McKenzie, Tom Reeves, Charles 
Wilson and Joseph Petit. We are told by 
the express messenger that the work was to 
l>e extended to the Canyon city road, as the 
pursuit was beiug conducted iu that direc- 
toin. 

A Negress Shot by A White Woman. 

The Newborn N. CL) Times, July 7, 
states: "On Sunday last, near Mocksville, 
Mrs. Provo Nee'y became engaged in a 
controversy (that and nothing more) with a 
negro woman formerly belonging to her. 
Her daughter, Miss Tern pie, obtained a 
pistol and shot the negro through the heart. 
The parties have all been arrested, and the 
judicial investigation will undoubtedly 
bring out all the facts in the case. The oc- 
currence is an unfortunate one, and much 
to be regretted at this time. Miss Tempie 
is one of the first young ladies in the coun- 
ty in point of position, beauty and accom- 
plishment, and all who know her sympa- 
tize with tlie position in which she is now 
placed, aud are ■ itished that it will be 
deemed justifiable." 

The above incident shows conclusively 
the importance of erecting more decided 
barriers than nominal emancipation topro- 
teet the former oppressed race from the 
grossest outrages. Miss Tempie, notwith- 
standing her position, beauty, and accom- 
plishments, was guilty of murder, and 
would be tried lor that capital crime in al- 
most any Nothern State. The manner in 
which the Newborn Times speaks of the 
atrocious deed committed by her, pointed- 
ly Indicates the temper of the whites to- 
ward the blacks in North Carolina.— [Bos- 
ton Transcript.

THE SITUATION. 

The telegraph announces from day to 
day the successful working of 
lion measures, and the growing acqi 
cence of the late rebel population in the 
new state of affairs. The entire mass of loy- 
al people every where are but too eager to 
receive this announcement as the very 
truth. But much of the information con- 



tained in the correspondence of Northern 
papers, as well as that in the local columns 
of Southern papers, together with numerous 
indications of a captious, perverse and re 
bellious spirit, which appear in a painfully 
large proportion of the latter class of jour- 
nals, compel us to receive the eucouragiug 
telegraphic news with some grains of al- 
lowance.and to look warily for the confirm- 
atory facts. So direct, manly and unequivo- 
cal a Union paper as the Raleigh Progress, 
is too much of a rarity in the "acquiescing" 
region. Genuine secession papers are 
springing into life again in various sections,

Provisional Governors have now been ap- 
pointed for all the Slates that were left 
without recognized State govern meats when 
the lebellion collapsed, in the surreuder of 
Lee and Johnston. They are: Win. Hold- 
eB, North Carolina; B. F. Perry, South 
Carolina; James Johnson, Georgia; Wm. 
Marvin, Florida; Lewis Parsons, Alabama; 
Wm. H. Sharkey, Mississippi; A. J. Ham- 
ilton, Texas. All but two of these gentle- 
men, A. J. Hamilton and Judge Marvin, 
gave in their adhesion at some time during 
the war, to the rebel cause, though they all 
opposed secession in the beginning and 
have at no time actively supported the re- 
bellion. Hamilton and Marvin were 
compelled to seek refuge in the North 
when the war broke out, where they have 
been until now they return clothed with 
magisterial authority over those who drove 
them into exile. Gov. Holden was a mem- 
ber ot the convention which passed the or- 
dinance of secession, and was one of its 
signers, though up to that time he had 
strongly opposed secession. Gov. Perry 
opposed secession until his State went out, 
but afterwards accepted office under the 
Confederate government.

Absence from tbe place ol residence in 
th< Bervioe of the country, or from any 
other cause, where no intention existed to 
change the residence, will not exclude from 
voting, if present at the election precinct 
where his residence is. on the day of elec- 
tion. 

Absence without any purpose of ( bang- 
ing the residence, keeps the residence of 
such yV-rson in his voting precinct. 

Loyal men throughout the State are re- 
quested to report to the; Governor any dis- 
regard of the expatriation law, either upon 
the part of • >lli.-er>' or citizens; giving tin- 
names of the offenders— that they maybe 
proceeded against for such violation. The 
officer who shall fail to discharge his duty, 
as prescribed by law, or the citizen who, 
not Ix ing entitled to vote, shall do so in 
violation of law, should be promptly re- 
jiorted, that the proper steps may be taken 
lor his pun shment. These plain words 
are spoken, that none may act upon the 
supposition that they will be permitted, 
with impunity, to disregard the laws made 
to guara and protect the purity of the elec- 
tive franchise, or override the lawlully es- 
tablished sovereignty of the people. 

Tbe military authorities will assist the 
civil officers in tbe enforcement of these in- 
st ructions, if any attempt be rrade to vio- 
late them, upon application to the officer 
command.

Washington, July -<>.— To the Agent of 
the Associated Press— Sir: Referring to the 
special dispatch to tbe New York Tribune, 
irom Washington of the Kith instant, pub- 
lished in the issue of that Journal of the 
17tb, relating to tbe circumstances attend- 
ing the issuing of a pass to Rev. Mr. Wal- 
ler to attend Mrs. Snrratt, 1 beg to state the 
tacts in the case a*» follows: On tlreiitli 
m«d. the Kev. Dr. Walter called at the War 
Department and hsked for a pass to v'sit 
Mrs. Surratt in the military prison, saying, 
if am not mistaken, that she had expressed 
i desire to see him. I submitted the re- 
quest to tbe Secretary or War, who at once 
said: "A pass might Ih* given."' 

Neither tbe Rev. Mr. Walter nor myseli 
thenAnew of the approval of the sentence 
ol the Military Commission in the case of 
Mrs. S. I sent Mr. Walter a pass, but after- 
wards fearing tbe pass signed by myself 
might not, under the circumstances, be ac- 
cepted by the officers in charge of the pris- 
on, in order that there might be no possi- 
bility of disappointment in tbe admission 
if a clergy man to afford the necessary spir- 
itual service, I sent Mr. Garry, a clerk in 
my office, to see the Rev. Mr. Walter, and 
to tell him it would be better not to go on 
'he pass sent, but I would again see the 
Secretary of War, and, as he had assented 
to the visit of tbe clergyman to the prisouer, 
1 would get a puss sinned by himself, as, 
otherwise, there was possibility of his being 
put to the trouble of going to the prison 
without being able to Becure admission 
It was also a part of my design that Mr. 
Kirry should impress upon Rev. Mr. Wal- 
ter the necessity of good faith in the use of 
the pass when replaced. After thu- seud- 
uig Mr. Barry to Father Walter, I went to 
ihe Secretary of War aud asked his own 
signature to a pass, as referred to above, 
when upon his signing it, I said to him 
that I was confident the pass would be 
used solely for the purpose for which it was 
granted, a professional visit to administer 
the sacrament and to prepare the person he 
visited for death. 

Upou Mr. Barry's return, my messenger 
to Rev. Waller, he informed me of the vio- 
lent aud excited language of Father Wal- 
er with regard to tbe trial and its result, 
which he aud Mr. Walter had heard after 
leaving the War Department. Ou this I 
went to see Rev. Walter to caution him as 
ids well wisher and as a friend of the church 
.iiid in ii private capacity, entirely with re- 
ird to the use of language so inflammatory 
as that he had indulged at this time of 
,'reat public excitement. I introduced the 
.•onversation by statiug that what he 
1 said had made an impression on 
mind of my messenger, who had 
reported his remarks to me. I ex- 
plained to him as I have said above 
Uat ther; might be a possibility of his not 
:etting into the prison upon my pass, and 
I hat I liad therefore asked the Secretary ot 
War for a pass signed by himself, ou giving 
which I had said that I was confident it 
would not be used for any other purpose 
ban that for which it was asked, and 1 
v.tnted Mr. Walter to be governed so that 
I would be safe in the assertion I had made. 
Mr. Walter had displayed so much excite- 
ment and temper that it was a duty of 
harity ou my part, in view of all the cir- 
uuistances, M endeavor to induce him to 
pursue a more discreet course, and to coun- 
sel him to be silent as became his place. 

Ou these terms 1 asked him in a frieudly 
uay to promise me he would desist from 
i ilking about the matter. Mr. Walters' 
••invidious as to the inuocence of the pris- 
iner, and oi the use of any proper efforts - 
believing her to be iuuoceut— to arrest her 
•xecution, were not made matters of objec- 
iou. It was to the inflammatory character 
ind effect of his observations at this period, 
when the public mind was agitated, that my 
attention was directed. Unnecessary, idle 
tud angry dissensions and harangues 
•ould not but be mischievous just at this 
moment, and since it appeared that Mr. 
Walter could not approach the subject with 
inper and discretion it was better that he 
should let it alone. This was a conlideutial 
conversation between myself and Mr. Wal- 
ter. As has been seen, this visit was.uot any- 
thing at all but that of a private 
individual. My motives were laudable. 
They were to restrain imprudent and 
mischievous discussious, and, to ensure 
the use of tbe pass to be given, 
in the faith intended when it was signed, 
and then to make my assurances good, the 
visit was not suggested by the Secretary of 
War, or even kuowu to him until the pre- 
sent tiuic. On this point, after what I said, 
I don't see how Mr. Walter could have un- 
derstood me as being prompted by instruc- 
tions in my conversation. In reply to me 
the Rev. Mr. Walter was very violent and 
generally denunciatory. The range of his 
•onversation was very wide. He harran- 
nwd upou the Administration and the re- 
bellion, and what with bitterness on what 
he called military tyranny, Ac, and 
he said probably he is represented in the 
fourth paragraph of the article »u question, 
as haviug said very much more than 
i prudent priest, a loyal citizen or a man of 
common sense would have said. During 
all this time I was endeavoring to counsel 
moderation, instructing against his ex- 
pressions aud enjoining prudence. I do 
u it kuow tiiat I sought to patronize the 
Kev. Mr. Walter at all, and the pbrasis 
which allude to this and the indignant re- 
joinder of Father Walter do not bring to 
my mind the recollection of the scene de- 
scribed. 

I did not tell Father Walter he should 
promise to say nothing of Mrs. Surratt's in- 
uocence. Annoyed by what he bail said, 1 
was about to leave the room and defer giv- 
ing him a pass, remarking, "I will send you 
word as to the pass in two hours," when he 
said, "I promise.'' 1 had intended within 
the two hours to see the Secretory of War, 
and say to him 1 was convinced, after what 
had taken place, Father Walter was not 
iu the proper disposition and frame of mind 
to be a suitable religious attendant upon 
the prisoner, and uuder the circumstances 
the services of another priest should be pro- 
cured for her instead, when Mr. Walter 
said he promised. Satisfied he had deter- 
mined to be governed by the considerations 
of prudence I had suggested, and that he 
would perform what he had undertaken, I 
gave him the pass; Tior did I, when I de- 
signed to withdraw from Father Walter 
without giviug him the pass, by 
any means intend his acts should 
have the effect to deprive the prison of the 
Bervice of clergy. My view, on the contra- 
ry, was ouly tnat some other priest should 
go iu hi* place; another did go besides. Mr. 
Walter. It has been my fortune to be 
the means of sendingclergy to attend many 
during the war, in tiwed of their services, 
and I never have thrown a straw in the way 
of any priest visiiing a penitent, loyal or 
disloyal, living or dying, when his ser- 
vices were needed. For my life I could 
not see any person of any creed dying with- 
out giving all the assistance in my power to 
procure the attendance of a priest. With 
regard to the deuials of passes to Mr. Wal- 
ter to visit the prisoner, which was re- 
ferred to in the last paragraph of the article 
in question, Father Walter sUte to my 
messenger that he had been requested by 
Mrs. Surratt, shortly after she was arrested 
and since, to visit her, but that he 
had refused to do so, notwith- 
standing, not desiring to have his 
name connected with it until the trial was 
over. I did not seek to meddle with Mr. 
Walter's convictions as to tbe innoceuce of 
Attempt to restrain 
use oi any proper efforts to 



bring his convictions to notice in quarters 
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- representations might be of avail. 
So far from this, an hour or two after the 
conversation referred to, when he called 
upon me at tbe War Department and told 
me he -could not get admittance with the 
daughter of the prisoner to the Fx- 
ecutive Mansion, and asked for my 
assistance, I gave him a card to 
the niilitary secretary of the President, 
asking that gentleman to see the Rev. Mr. 
Walter, trusting in this means that it would 
assist him In getting his case before 'he Ex- 
ecutive. 

In conclusion, I aver that the Secretary 
of War expressly and readily assented to 
the visit of a Catholic clergyman to Mrs. S. 
He made no condition as to any conviction 
of the clergyman as to the guilt or inno- 
cence of the prisoner, or as to anything he 
might say on the subject.

The Conspirators en route for the I>ry 
Tortugas. 

New York, July 20.— A Ft. Monroe cor- 
respondent says the sentenced conspirators, 
Mudd, Arnold, < V Laughlin and Spangler, 
arrived here Monday on the steamer State 
of Maine. They were in charge of Brevet 
I'.rig. Gen. Dodd, and in irons. When tirst 
placed on board at Washington, they also 
had on manacles. These latter fetters were 
removed after the steamer left her wharf at 
Washington. 

On the down trip Mudd and Spangler 
were very cheerful and employed the time 
iu playing backgammon, o' Laughlin and 
Arnold, on the other hand, seemed much 
depressed in spirits and were reserved. 

On her arrival in the Roads, the State of 
Maine anchored and Gen. Dodd came on 
shore and communicated with Washingtou 
by telegraph. At sundown the steam tug 
Chowan went 'alongside the State of 
Maine, aud the four prisoners were placed 
on board of her. The Chowan then steam- 
ed alongside of the U. S. gunboat Florida. 
The four prisoners put on board, the Florida 
immediately steamed seaward. The desti- 
nation of the conspirators was not made 
known, but conjectured Ihe Dry Tortugas. 
The only person in possession of the infor- 
mation wasCapt. Budd of the Florida, and 
hu didn't disclose it to any one.

The River was rising pretty briskly 
yesterday, with five feet eight inches water 
in the canal in the evening by tbe mark. 
During the previous twenty-four hours ii 
had risen eight inches at the wharf, and 
twenty inches at Portland. The weather 
was exceedingly close and sultry, threaten- 
ing rain all day, with the thermometer up 
to S6 in tbe shade. 

On the falls last evening there were three 
feet eight inches water down the Indian 
chute, and the river still rising briskly. 

At Cincinnati yesterday at noon the river 
had risen over four feet, with fully sixteen 
feet water in the channel, a good evidence 
that the late rains were general, and heavy 
along the river, and that the low water 
season is again deferred. 

The Cumberland river continues hope- 
lessly bow, and the Wm. Butler, from St. 
I .on is, unable to get over tbe shoals, turned 
back, transferring her freight for Nashville 
to the Cordelia Ann. There were only two 
feet water on the shoals. 

The Indiana, ("apt. Neal, cleared for New 
Orleans last evening, having some aUO tons 
of Government freight, including a large 
amount of hard bread, and considerable 
private freight. 

Tbe W. K. Carter, Capt. Fuller, is at tbe 
Portland wharf loading for New Orleans, 
lor which port she is advertised on Satur- 
day. 

TheMinneola came in fromSt. Louis yes- 
terday, with a heavy consignment of hemp 
for this port. While in transit from the 
wharf a dray load of the hemp caught fire. 
Tbe blaze instantly spead all over tbe boat, 
and the team, a pair of mules, came very 
near being burned to death. The fire, how- 
ever, was soon extinguished, and the mules 
saved, though literally enveloped in tlames. 
The wheels of the dray passed over a watch 
fire on the wharf, scattering the coals, and 
a spark caught in the hemp or tow, on the 
dray, spreading instantly into a light blaze 
all over tbe load. 

Tbe Liberty No. 2, from Memphis, as we 
learn by dispatch,bas passed Evansville and 
was due last night. She is advertised for 
Cairo, Memphis, and all intermediate 
points this evening. Tbe Ljlterty starts 
from the Portland wharf at 5 o'clock this 
evening, providing good fare for passen- 
gers, and taking freight., to all way land- 
ings. 

The Liberty No. li takes freight lor Ar- 
kansas and White rivers, and to Vicksburg, 
giving through bills of lading at packet 
rates. 

The K. L. Woodward is up for all points 
along the Tennessee river as far as Kast- 
port. She is the regular packet and starts 
from the city whart. 

The Emperor left St. Louis Tuesday eve- 
niug for this port. 

The river at St. Lauis was still rising fast 
on Wednesday evening, with If feet water 
to Cairo, and all the upper streams reported 
rising from the effects of the late rains. 

The (ien. Quitman has been taken to tbe 
Carondolet Marine Railway at St. Louis to 
1 ie hauled out and repaired. 

Tbe Brilliant is alxmt to make a summer 
excursion to Saint Paul, on the Upper M is- 
sissippi, from St. Louis. 

The Pilgrim and Leonidas are tbe next 
boats due from Pittsburg,
